He said il is surprising (hat so lit- 


tle information is available concern- 
ing the disease. 
During the vmst 1(1 


years, physicians have all arrived at 
the same conclusion that there arc 
two types of arthritis. 


One type, he explained, is peculiar 


to old persons and affects one, two or 
oven three of the joints which bent 
the weight of the body. 
It is de- 


generative but not inflammatory, he 
added. 


The second type is infections, he 


continued, and involves the soft, part 
of the joint at the start, and in the 
early stages then; is swelling. He de- 
voted his talk mainly to this.type o f ' 
the disease. 


He illustrated his lecture with slides, 


the first showing various form of both 
types of the disease, some affecting 
the small joints, others the large joints, 
and one form affecting (he spine. 


During the past five years. Dr. For- 


estier said he had experimented \vith 
f)00 cases, using gold salts. He found 
that the condition of the patient could 
not bo determined through blood or 
urine tests, as in many diseases, but 
that the patient's condition can he 
watched through tests of blood scdi- 
menation by hourly periods. When 
the blood sedimentation is close to 
normal, it si a sign of improvement 
in (he pntiocl. 


He warned his audience, which in- 


cluded not only physicians but lay- 
men, that il is not wise to use gold 
salts if the patient has kidney or liver 
trouble or is subject to hemorrhages. 
Gold salts containing sulphur and a 
high percentage of gold arc the most 
effective, he said, pointing out that 
podium aurothionmlale, 
which con- 


tains 50 per cent gold, is easily ob- 
tainable in this country.
